This is a plain Relation of a real 
matter of Fact, on which your Sentiments are defir'd, 
and whether this proceeding of theirs does not {mell rank

Unlets with St. Héerom, 
cfons are monkifh enough to believe that even 
Wife and Children, as well as Lands, are to be, in 
that Senfe forlaken, and all given to the Poor, if ordet 
to have Treafure in Heaven, tho’ we thereby leave our 
own Kelations ft. objeéts for the next charitable Pe- 
nitent. After all, fuppofing there were a {ufficienc 
Eftate lett for Children and Relations, and che reft for 
Charitable ufes, yet we can never abftract fo far from 
the Merits of che party left -Truftees to difpofe of 
this, bue chat it fhall fill make e great difference in 
the Refolutign of the cafe. For muft not all Prore- 
ftants own, there’s a fair difference, for Example, ia 
leaving a Charity to be difpos'd of by the Fefuites, 
who we know do make ufe of it to carry on ill de- 
figns, and a falfe Religion, and leaving ic in the hands 
of honefter Men, who wou'd do good and not mif- 
chief with it? For indeed every prudent Man? Wou'd 
take care to leave fuch Truftees to his Charity, as 
fhou'd neither oe ir to dangerous Lies, nor on- 
ly to. enrich themielves, and live great, as Heads of a 
Party, which is not at all fair, whoever they be that 
praétife ic — and yet more, every wile and. honeft 
Perfon wou'd endeavour’ al] he cou'd. to hinder 
Relation from warping to. any Faétion of Men, w
